Reports from German sources today 
furnished virtually the only fresh news 
regarding the 
situation 
in Russia, 
where the maximalists are in control of 
Petrograd and are appealing to the 
army to support It "against Imperial- 
istic attempts" until it has obtained "a 
democratic peace." 


One of these reports, which was en- 
tirely without confirmation, was that 
Premier Kerensky, who left the cap- 
ital before the extremists gained the 
ascendancy, had been arrested. 


The other report, also of German 
origin and slightly unconfirmed, de- 
clared the Russian army In northern 
front had joined the maximalist move- 
ment and was marching on Petrograd. 
The great majority of the members of 
the Kerensky cabinet was made pris- 
oner by the maximalists ^hen the Al- 
exander palace in which they had tak- 
en refuge, was bombarded by cruisers 
and its defenders compelled to sur- 
render.

The general congress of the sol- 
diers' and workmen's delegates in 
its proclamation announcing that 
it has taken over 
govemmcutal 
authority says: 


"We appeal to the soldiers in the 
trenches to be vigilant and firm. The 
congress 
expects 
the 
revolutionary

revolution 
against all imperialistic attempts until 
the new government has obtained a 
democratic peace which it will propose 
directly to all the peoples. 


"The new government will take ade- 
quate measure.s to ag.sure the ariny all 
necessaries and by energetic requisi- 
tions from the upper classes it will 
also ameliorate the economic situa- 
tions of soldiers' families." 


The proclamation concludes by urg- 
ing soldiers to prevent any attempt by 
Kerensky or others to oppose the new 
government.

It would be a consoling- thought lhat Ihe 
fresh internal trouble OL Ru.ssia were lucî/cly 
a local riot and only disturbing- the peace of 
Petrograd. Uuhcippily tliere is too mueli rea- 
son to think differently. The uprising of the 
radicals and anarchists lua.y yet be put down. 
The extremist elements may be vastly in a 
minority everywhere save in and about the 
capital. The bulk of tiie ami}- maj^ not be i]i- 
fected by the crazy zeal of tlie ^Maximalists to 
get out of the war, make peace with Germany, 
cut up the land, divide other 2:)roperty among 
the peasants and convert the nation at once 
into Utopia. 


It should be kept in mind, however, that ihe 
eounter-revolutionists have possession of tl;c 
capital: that they liavo the Petrograd garri- 
son and probably the bulk of the Cronsuult 
naval forces Avith theui ; that Premier K'*- 
rensky has fled the city and that a number 
CJ! his ministers have been imprisoned ; that the 
larger part of the Russian army has been for 
months refusing to fight and that no one 
knows or can say to what extent the Gerniirn 
poison has gone through the Bolshiviki into 
the minds of the soldiers still at the front. All 
these and other disturbijig facts enter into 
eompositioji of the pict\u"e that Russia pre- 
sents today. They sliould be considered. 


It may be that ^'reniier Kcrensky can com- 
mand the support of the bnlk of tiie army 
keep the great majority of the Russian mass 
sane enough to understand that the eountry 
has come upon the greatest peril that has 
threatened the nevr democracy, 
it may ])e 
that lie can rally common sense and ratioiuil 
spirit to his side ajul save the revolution for 
the people. Jt may be that the MIIUIC matter 
is an opera bouffe politico-military aiuiir 
staged for diversion. 
But the evidence is 
quite the- contrary. 
There luis been nothing 
in the past six months in the internal situatii/u 
of Russia that does not tit nicely into a gen- 
•»•«1 confirmation of abont the Avorst thai can 
be imagined of the postnre of Rnssian afi'airs 
iit the present moment. Russians in the mass 
aré tired of the war, which is not luircason- 
able.- They have got rid of their throne and 
iheir dynasty and their aj-istocracy and their 
despotism and their secret police and Siberia 
and much else that has made the proletariat in 
Russia hate government. Now they want to 
enter into enjoyment of the fruits of their long- 
Waiting and much striving. 
Germany tells 
them they are silly to fight when they may 
as well have peace, and they believe it. An- 
archists out of pure love and enjoyment of the 
deviltry of their doctrines, German merce- 
naries, royalists wiio expect to see the throne 
again set up and the dynasty restored, 3nis- 
guided zealots and ignorant and credulous 
masses of people all are elements in this situ- 
ation that bodes great ill for the allies but 
utter destruction of all that Russia had been 
thought to gain from the revolution. 


Rational leaders like Kerensky^themselves 
radical enough—know that there must be gov- 
ernment with authority and a regulated order 
if the democracy of Russia is to be erected 
into anything that can be called a state. Tliey 
know also that any sucli state as they may 
erect will not be worth the pains of building 
unless the menace of German autocracy be 
put dow'n. But they have moved Avith more 
idealism than wisdom. They have sought to 
deal gently Avhere there should have been the 
stern repressions without which no country 
engaged in war can make headway. 
The 
thing they imw have to deal with has been 
growing under their eyes for months. If it 
has not mastered them, the situation in Rus- 
sia exaggerates itself to the understanding 
and the imagination. 


The ascendancy of the Bolshiviki, the re- 
treat of the Russian army from the front, the 
raucus cry for peace and the overthrow of the 
iKcrensky. government constitute the .greatest 
^«ctor/ Germany has achieved in 


will stand as the high water mark of the tri- 
umph of intrigue, trickery and corruption and 
in history will be unique and spectacular as 
the example that a people in the mass had 
been corrupted by the most deadly and un- 
scrupulous of their foes. 


INCREASES THE STRAIN, 


To Americans the situation in Russia lias 
vastly more than the interest of a' spectacular 
chaos. It means a heavier drain on their re- 
ijources, a severer test of their strength, the 
necessity for harder fighting, the pains j£ a 
longer Avar, the menace of a foe w^liose arm 
groAvns stronger just in the proportion that 
I»ussia"s arm groAvs Aveaker. 


The defection of Russia does not spell de- 
feat for America and her allies, but it does 
terribly increase the difficulties of a victory. 
Upon this nation falls the burden of making 
up A v h a t is lost by the collapse of Russia as 
a factor in the Avar. That the American peo- 
ple are equal to the strain is not to be doubted 
and that they AA-ill shoAV spirit and fortitude 
for the trial is not to be questioned. But it 
Avill be Avell for us all to understand and ap- 
preciate the4nagnitude of the task in hand. 


There has not yet come upon the people of 
this country a complete realization of the fact 
of Avar. Recent events on the other -side of 
the Avater have done something to sharpen 
Avith i)ain the common understanding among 
us that we are engaged in something more 
iliun making on our OAVJI soil a demonstration 
of oiu- material resources and our strength in 
men. 
The sinking of a Avarship or tAvo by 
German submarines and a fcAV casualties in 
the trenches have served that purpose. 
It 


Avill be no great length of days before casual- 
ties in the 
trenches Avill be 
reported with 
greater frequency and in large A'olume. Our 
soldiers are there and are actually fighting. 
Soon enough there Avill be complete partici- 
pation in the bloody business on the front line. 
Then AVC shall all of us understand. 


If the insane developments of the past two 
or three days in Russia Avill answer the quCvS- 
tiou of America's part in the AA^ar it Avill serve 
US to some purpose. Before the thing is over 
America's part is going to be the greater part. 
Jf tlic Avar is to be Avon Americans must win 
it. Our money must go into it, our food must 
go into it, our men must go into it. 
The 
strain upon us is going to be great. 
Already 
it is increasing. Russia has decreed that the 
greatest of democracies must save all the de- 
mocracies—her OAvn not excepted—if the Mus- 
covite is to knoAV anything like an enduring 
freedom. 


The Avar is goin;? to A\-rench and Avrack this 
republic as it never has been and the people 
Avill indulge a costly fatuousness if they fail 
to get the understanding of that at once. The 
government has no delusions. It is preparing 
for the test.

Uncle Sam v.'ho has celebrated 
his 
entrance into the war by m a k i n g the 
biggest Avar appropriations in history 
and floating the biggest of all bond is- 
sues, is today gearing up his machin- 
ery for handling the biggest insurance 
business the world has ever 
knoAvn. 
This involves some things startling to 
the ordinary insurance man. 


First.—A possible handling of risks 
totaling $20,000,000,000 
if our

will write almost as m u c h insurance as 
all the companies in the country now 
have In force a f t e r all their years of 
business. 
Their total is $25,000,000,- 
000. 


Second.—The policies will be grant- 
ed to the men in the a r m e d 
scrvlce 
of the nation at a figure never before 
known. 
The general average 
for

policy of .$10,000 Avill be a p r e m i u m of 
about $30 annually. 


T h i r d — T h e policies will not be self- 
supporting by long odds, and the gov- 
e r n m e n t does not expect t h m e to be 
self-supporting. 
In otiier 
Avords, 
if 
every m a n in the a r m e d service for 
the first year of the war, approximate- 
ly 1,000,000 men, took a $10,000 pol-

Chicago, Nov. 9.—Prices of h a m and 
bacon to the consumer were cut 5 to 
10 cents by the Illinois food adminis- 
trator today. 
The government's com-, 
plete control of the packing industry 
lend,s prominence 
to the 
announce- 
ment. 
While the cut applies only to 
Chicago and suburbs, prices set here 
'eventually will serve as the standard 
for the. whole country. 


The price of lard will be announced 
in a day or t\vo and in a Aveek all 
standard cuts of pork, beef and m u t - 
ton will be on the llsv. 


The h a m and bacon prices are for 
the whole piece. 
For the best h a m a 
fair price to the retailer is set at 30 to 
31 cents a pound, while a fair price to 
the consumer is placed at 32 to 36 
cents, the lower price being for cash- 
and-carry-home, the higher for charg- 
ed 
and 
delivered. 
The 
consumer 
should pay for the medium grades of 
ham 30 to 34 centtS. 
The price list 
places the best bacon at 45 to 49% 
cents. 
Chicago has been i>aying the 
butcher from 55 to 60 cents a pound 
for best bacon sliced. 
A leading groc- 
ery and m a r k e t was asked the price of 
bacon a few minutes after announce- 
ment of the government price. 


"Sixty cents," came the prompt re- | 
])ly, "but there will be a Friday special 
at 54 cents." 


This sixty cents represented a retail 
gross profit of at least 15 cents a pound 
based upon the wholesale prico as un- 
affected by the government standard.

LESSON FOR NOVEMBER 11 


LESSON TEXT—Nehemlah 1. 
GOLDEN TEXT—"Whatsoever we aak, 
tre receive of him, because we keep his 
commandments, and do these things that 
are pleasing In his Bight."—I John 3:22, 


Some twelve or fourteen years after 
the revival of the worship of Jehovah 
tinder the administration of Ezra, Ne* 
hemiah led a company to Jemsalem to 
restore the city walls and civil author- 
ity. 
The walls and gates of the city 
had lain in rains ever since they were 
broken down by Nebuclindnezzar. 
In 
this condition the remnant 
of 
the 
Jews who had gone back to Jerusalem 
were exposed to the dangers of as- 
saults from the surrounding enemies. 
Not only was this exposure detrimen- 
tal to the peace and comfort of the 
people, but It was a matter of severe 
reproach to them (v. 3). 
Nehemiah 
was a man of strong character. Though 
occupying a position of high honor and 
responsibility in the very center of 
the great heathen capitol, the desire to 
honor God was uppermost in his heart. 
He Is an example to all young men, 
demonstrating to them that it is pos- 
sible to be true to God regardless of 
the environment in which he may be 
compelled to live. In order for a man 
to thus stand, his life must be rooted 
in Christ, and these roots—our faith— 
must 
be 
watered 
and 
kept 
alive 
through vital communion with God in 
prayer and study of His Holy Word. 


I. Nehemlah Lcarn^ of the Afflle- 
tion and Reproach of the Returned 
Remnant In Jerusalem ( w . 1-4). 


1. The time (v. 1). 
It was In a 
v/inter month, November or December, 
in the 20th year of Artaxerxes. 
He 
was engaged In the performance of his 
accustomed duties as cup-bearer to 
the king, when the news came to him 
of the deplorable condition of Jeru- 
salem and the remnant who had gone 
there. 


2. The occasion of (vv. 2, 3). 
The 
visit of Nehemiah's brother and certain 
men of Judah made it possible for him 
to inquire concerning the state of the 
remnant and tlie conditions of Jeru- 
salem, 
They informed him that they 
were In great afliiction and reproach. 


3. 
The effect upon Nehemiah (v. 4). 
He was greatly moved by the story of i 
the distress of his brethren. 
Thouch j 
occupying a position of honor, and en- | 
joying all that heart could desire, ho Í 
keenly took the misfortune of his ; 
brethren to hearty 
He not only shed j 
tears of sympathy, but took these bur- | 
dens in prayer to God, 
This is the 
proper way to sympathize with the un- 
fortunate. 
It is manly to weep with 
those in distress, and to pray for 
those who have need. Jesus wept over i 
Jerusalem and prayed for his own. j 
Nehemiah exhibited tlie spirit of true , 
patriotism. 
The afllicticn and shame I 
of his own people went clo.se to his 
own heart. 
National and racial soli- 
darity constitutes the real basis of 
patriotism. 
The reproach and afflic- 
tion of a nation is the reproach and 
aflaictlon of every member thereof. 


II. 
Nehemiah's Prayer for Israel 
(vvr 5-11). We are taught that In the 
midst of 
Auction, we should 
pray. 
Nehemiah In this early time practiced 
this 
New 
Testament 
direction. 
A 
study of his prayer is most Iielpful. 


1. It was earnest (v. 4). He fasted 
and prayed for several days. 
When 
men are willing to desist from food 
and turn aside from their occupations 
to pray to God, they are unmistakably 
in earnest. 
This is true fasting. 


2. The ground of (v. 5). 
He plead 
covenant relationship and the faith- 
fulness of God In keeping his covenant. 
It is a good thing always in our pray- 
ing to pl«ad thus with God. 
He Is 
delighted w'hen we come as children 
pleading for the things we need on 
the bhsis of our relationship to him. 


3. 
Unselfish (v. 6). 
He has as his 
supreme object the welfare of Israel. 
His personal interests were not af- 
fected, either for better or for worse, 
by the condition of the Jews In Jeru- 
salem. 
Many prayers do not count 
%vith God because they are self-cen- 
tered. 


4. Penitent ( w . 6, 7). He acknowl- 
edges that the state of Israel was due 
to disobedience to 
God's 
command- 
ments and their corrupt dealings with 
God. 
So completely had he identified 
himself with his people that he includ- 
ed 
himself 
with 
Israel 
as 
having 
sinned. 


5. The prayer of faith (vv. 8, 9). 
Ho believed tlie word which God had 
spoken to Moses touching his willing- 
ness to restore and bless his people, 
1 hough he was 
obliged 
to 
severely 
judge them. In our praying, we should 
be able to point to some definite prom- 
ise in God's word, as we plead with 
him. 
F«ith takes God at his word, 
and holds him to it. 


6. 
Defmite (vv. 10, 11). 


a. 
He pointed to the fipeciflc people, 
as those redeemed by God's powerful 
hand. 


b. He asked that God would pros- 
per his way and grant him mercy in 
the sight of the king. 
This was ft 
part of wisdom on Nehemiah's part. 
Before going before men for considera- 
tion of Important intere-ts, we should 
ask God to prepare their hearts, so th t 
they will listen sympathetically to oui 
plea. This we should do In all things, 
and we can do It, when our own hearts 
are right, and we see the good .of oth- 
ers and not that of ourselves.

With the French Troops at VerUun, 
: ¡Oct. 15.—I liave just conic from spend- 
ing a wonderful evening- in the impregr- 
nable citadel of Verdun, a guest of 
Colonel ( 
), its commander. 


All day long a violent artillery duel 
had been on between the French and 
Germans, and every time our small 
party of American observers had tried 
to get near enough to the German lines 
b»yond Forts Vaux and Douaumont to 
watch Infantry operations a German 
shell would playfully fall in our vi- 
cinity and scai-e us all stiff. 


Even the safety of Fort 
Souville 
hardly re-assured us. 
There we bad 
all taken turns sitting in a chair that 
had been occupied a few days before 
by the king of Italy and signing our 
names in the "guest book." 


Incidentally, Victor Emanuel 
gave 
his occupation as "king of Italy." 
I 
wrote "newspaper repoi-ter" after my 
name. They're both on the same page. 


Shoi-tly before the dinner hour we 
reached the Verdun oltadcL 


Outside, the njght was inky black 
and, adding to a dismal exterior pic- 
ture, a cold, driKKllng rain was falling, 
chilling 
to 
the 
marrow 
the 
gray- 
overcoated 
sentinels 
who 
silently 
trudged their posts along the 
river 
Meuse. 


But inside the fortress everything 
was wai-m and bright and cheerful. 


The 
long, 
narrow, 
concrete-built 
corridors that stretched for hundreds 
of yards were studded with a thousand 
electric bulbs; and every room and 
compartment opening off them held 
a group of laughing, chatting, poilus, 
enjoining their evening meal and talk- 
ing over events of the day. 


In a little dining room in the heart 
of the fortress, a hundred feet below 
the earth's surface. Colonel ( 
), 


arose and, with uplifted glass, faced 
his American guests. 


For a Jong time, around a table that 
had contained many good things to 
eat, he had been discussing the war 
aitíiÁtion and America's part.

"My dear friends from beyond the 
seas," he said, "I lift my glass to toast 
the nation that has always been the 
unfailing friend and ally of our be- 
loved France.

arms in the cause of world democracy. 


"France has given unsparingly of 
its blood in making good the motto 
of Verdun.

"I'd better put the official stamp 
of Verdun on this or somebody might 
say it was not genuine," he laughed. 


We were about to take leave when 
the Colonel had a happy thought. 


"I'd love to hear you sing the 'Star 
Spangled Banner!' " he said. 


In another room was a little old pi- 
ano that had weathered all the bloody 
•storm. 


But not one of u.s Americans could 
play a note!

We got through the first verse in 
fine style, but there was a good deal 
of humming and "la, la's" toward the 
end of the ssecond. 


The way tiia J'^renchmen then sang 
their 
own 
national hymn made 
us 
Americans ashamed of ourselves.

Liigonier, Ind., Nov. 9.—A German 
Bailor who claims to

county jail at Goshen, awaiting action 
of federal authorities. 
He was ar- 
rested at Ligonier and gave his name 
as Joseph Rauchbauer. 


Rauchbauer arrived in Ligonier sev- 
eral days ago giving the name of Joe 
Bowers and sought work here. 
Be- 
cause of wild tales of war adventure 
which he told, he v.as arrested.

Nev/ York Central switch key and sig- 
nal code wei'e found on his person, 
when he confessed his real name and 
told a long and interesting story of 
his career, although it is said it sound- 
ed like a fairy tale. 


He was returning to Germany, he 
said, as a sailor on a German ship, 
when war was declared.

er came across the Atlantic in a sub- 
marine at the same time the Deutsch- 
land arrived. 
The submarine,however, 
was caught in a net off the coast of 
Xewfoundland. .says the prisoner, and

then placed in a Canadian prison camp 
from vihich he escaped last January. 
Si:ice then he hsri been in America

fornted a considerable obstacle to the 
enemy advance, this is true only in 
time of 
floodwater. 
When the 
rains 
stopped and the waters of the rivei- 
receded the river was no longer any 
considerable 
natural 
obstacle to 
the 
enemy's advance. 


"The arn^y 
corps 
commanded 
by 
Gen. Di Giorgio and .some parts of the 
third army cori)s I'ctreated on the ex- 
treme left to the hills above Pinzano 
and by a wonderful maneuver succeed- 
ed in greatly retarding the 
enemy's 
cro.ssing of the Tagliamento river, pre- 
senting a serious menace to the Austro- 
German 
right wing and 
thi-eatening 
his communications in the direction of 
Codroipo. 
Meanwhile the 
retirement 
of the main body of the Italian army 
to the Livenza was greatly aided by 
the configuration of the ground

the streams which delayed the pursuit 
of the Austro-Germans. 


"The Livenza river is deep and swift

In these rear guard engage- 
ments the territorials have given an

and mounted bicycle troops, the Third 
division cavalry, the Fourth

of grenadiers and

have distinguished themselves in furi-

General DiGiorgio, which sustained the

Battle of Winter Palace in 
Petrograd Was Not 
Sanguinary. 


CASUALTIES ARE 


NOT YET REPORTED 


All Art Objects Had Been 
Removed from Historic 
Building. 


Petrograd, Xov. 9.—It is impossible at 
this hour to ascertain what the casual- 
ties were in the winter palace battle, 
although they are reported not to have 
been many. 
The fighting proceeded with 
the rival forces alternately in possession 
of the huge piles of wood stored in the 
plaza, a part ot the city's winter fuel 
supply. 
The glare of an arc light illum- 
inated the positions of the forccs in the 
plaza while the rest of the city was in 
almost total darkness, this condition iii- 
crea.sing the visibility of the flashes from 
the guns of tlie cmiser.=i on the horizon, 
vhich •gave warning of the speedy burst- 
ing of shells. 
The palace, which already 
had been stripped of most of its historic 
art object.i, was completely denuded thi.s 
afternoon of its taspestries and paint- 
ings. 
This was while the provisional 
government was still in control of thè 
palace. 
The art treasures were taken to 
places of its .selection. 


The correspondent who was with a 
paity of reserve soldiers' and 
v.-ork- 
men's forces a short distance from the 
great archway leading into th.^ olaza 
did not see any of the shells 
take 
effect upon the palace. 
In it, as also 
in the admiralty 
and 
foreign office 
buildings on the othei" 
side of 
the 
square, lights were still shining from 
the windows at midnight. 
Occasional 
crashes as if falling walls 
indicated 
that perhaps 
other structures 
had 
been hit. 
The populace for the most 
part remained indoors. 
A few of the 
curious peered around 
the 
corners, 
while thousands 
of the 
Maximalist 
troops and 
sailors from 
Kronstadt 
gathered around the fuel piles at ad- 
vantageous spots awaiting their turn 
in the battle.

Washington, Nov. 9.— The spirit of tlie 
American army, even more than its nu- 
merical ¡strength or its .ski]l, is counted 
upon to gmash through the German lines 
to victo7-y. 


To develop this spirit a nation Avide 
campaign is being launched to enlist the 
support of every man and -woman in war 
cam]) community recreation work. Those 
in cities aud towns near 
cantonments 
may heli> j)ersoiially. Those farther away 
may help with their dollars. 


Upon this volunteer community service 
the government must depend, principally 
for the wliolesome eecreation necessary 
for the soldiers when eutside the camps. 
The vast majoiity of Ihem came from 
healty 
liome and 
community 
environ- 
ment. which must he re]>iaced by one 
equally wholesome. 
If they were churcli 
members at home, they must liave op- 
portunity to attend 
church near 
the 
c/unps. 
If they played ball at home fa- 
cilities must be ])rovided for continuing 
their games. 
If they sing or dance or 
write or speak, outelts must be provided 
for these natural interests. 


The churches, clubs, places of amtise- 
ments and the social and home life of 
the cam]) communities cannot of them- 
selves meet tlie overwlielming demands. 
There must be liel]> from the nation at 
large. 
Enougli already lias been done to 
jirove the efficacy of" the plans worked 
out by the camp cammunity committee. 


But about $4,000,000 will be necessary to 
l>rovide for a million and a quarter men. 
This is sought by voluntary contribution. 
Three dollars will provide for one man. 


Of the necessity for this work ¡Secre- 
tary of Wiir Baker says: 


'Tf we can do for the American boy 
in tlie training camp what the American 
college has done for the boy in college, 
and what the Amreican high school has 
done for the boy in liigli school; that is 
to say, if we riui v,vrk his mind and 
body, and surround his recreation wit!; 
such wholesome 
ojiportunities as 
will 
keeji him from being turned to unwhole- 
some things, we will have solved the so- 
cial problem of our army. 


"The soldiers on their days and hours 
off are going to scatter through ail the 
cities and towns nearby. 
In all these we 
must make the iuducemeuts to Avhole- 
some thinking and living as numerous as 
we can. 


"And to do that, we must 
organize 
every social activity in those towns. We 
must have the Y. M. C. A.'s, the Y. W. C. 
A.'s, the ilasonic orders, the Elks, the 
Eagles, the churches and even our homes. 
Invite in the boys occasionally and give 
them contact with a normal domestic life. 


"These boys are going to Frnnce. They 
are going to heroic entcq:)rises. 
T want 
them adequately armed and clotlied by 
their government; but I want them also 
to take with them an invisible armor 
ma<le up of a set of social habits for their 
])roiection overseas. 


"If tliey go with this es]irit de corps, 
the more quickly and more surely will 
they come back to tis. 
And the rest of 
us will have gotten a 
greater 
start 
toward a realization of the community's 
resjionsibility for the lives of the people 
who live in it." 


Among the thing.s the $4,000,000 com- 
munity fund will do are: 


Build clubhouses 
outside 
the camps 
with facilities for athletic contests, pool 
¡aiul billiard playing, reading and writing, 
' etc. 


Provide the services of trained workers 
who will organize the social forces of the 
communities for th benefit of tlie men 
in camp. 


Provide moving picture and theatrical 
entertainments. 


Arrange entertainments by volunteer 
artists, at Avhicli the men from camp may 
also do their bit. 


Dances, socials and approjiriate holiday 
parties. 


Arrange 
sightseeing 
and 
recreation 
trip.s. 


Organize for outdoor and indoor ath- 
letic sports of all sorts, including base- 
ball, tennis and .skating. 


Organize home 
hospitality, with 
its 
Sunday dinners, music, ])leasant friend- 
ships. 


This work should not be confused with 
recreation and entertainment inside the 
camps. 
This is provided so far as ])os- 
sible b ythe army itself and by the Y'. M. 
(". A. and K. of C.

Local School Gets Urgent 
Appeal for Help by 
Government. 


The Fort Wayne vocational school 
has received an appeal from the fcd- 
ei-al board for 
vocational 
education 
at Washington in regard to radio oper- 
ators. 
The letter is directed to Walter 
E. Gordon and is as follows: 


"My Dear Sir: 
The federal board 
of vocational education ajipeals to you 
to come to the assistance of the United 
States government in a grave 
emer- 
gency. 
The emergency is this: Fifteen 
thousand radio or 
buzzer 
operators 
must be secured at tlie earliest possible 
date foi' service in the army. 
The fed- 
eral board i.s making this apj^eal at the 
request of the I'nited 
States 
signal 
corps, which i.s confronted with a «eri- 
ou.s shortage of men equipped to per- 
form this cs.sential .service on the bat- 
tlefield. 
These opei-ators must come 
f r o m tlie ranks of con.scripted men of 
the .second and following drafts, whose 
in.struction should begin 
before 
they 
arc called to cantonments. 
For their 
training the government must largely 
depend on the schools of the nation. 


"Knclosed with this letter is a m e m - 
orandum giving information with re- 
gard to the wor7< we are asking you to 
undertake. 
When you have read this, 


mmmmmmmm 
mmmmmmmm 


your attention is called to the blank 
which is also enclosed. 
This we urge 
that you fill out and send to the federal 
board at Washington as quickly as jios- 
sible, saying that you will do your part 
in the program which we are launch- 
ing. 


There ivas never a ))etter o))poi tu- 
nity foi- schools giving practical educa- 
tion of all grades to demonsti-ate the 
value of this kind of education and to 
show their capacity to respond to an 
actual emergency in a time of natioiml 
crisis.

Maximalists, while Premier has 
fled 
the Russian capital. 


The downfall of the provisional gov- 
ernment's authority, in Petrograd 
at 
least, came suddenly and without great 
bloodshed 
and 
several 
ministers 
of 
Kerensky's cabinet are in prison. 


UnofEicial opinion in allied capitals 
seems to be that the Maximalist at- 
tempt to guide the destinies of trouble- 
torn Russia will be short lived. 
Civil 
war with the more conservative ele- 
ments of Russia opposed to the ex- 
tremists of Petrograd Is not unlooked 
for, and in some quarters, it is thought 
that even now Kerensky at the head of 
loyal troops m a y be marching against 
the Bolsheviki. 


Dispatches received f r o m Petrograd 
are subject to the censorship of the 
Maximalists and probably portray only 
one side of the situation, but the pres- 
ent outbreak of the radicals appears'to 
have been more successful than 
the 
abortive effort of last July. 
Nicolai 
Lenine, who fled Petrograd a f t e r the 
July failure, is again leading the Max- 
imalists, who were aided by most of 
the. Petrograd garrison 
and 
sailors 
f r o m the Baltic fleet. 


The action of the Maximalists had 
been approved by the all-Russia con- 
gress of workmen's and soldiers' coun- 
cil. 


A proclamation has been issued by 
the revolutionary government declar- 
ing that la purposes to negotiate an 
"immediate 
democratic 
peace." 
It 
also plans to turn over all the 
land 
to the peasantry and to s u m m o n the 
constituent assembly. 


Liittle serious 
fighting 
attended the 
revolt, the most important being the 
b o m b a r d m e n t of the winter palace, the 
seat of the provisional government by 
the warship Aurora and the fortress 
of St. Peter and St. Paul. 


The palace held out for four hours, 
answering the bigger guns of the war- 
ship and fortress with machine guns 
and 
rifles before its defenders 
sur- 
rendered. 
' 


In northern Italy the 
Austro-Ger- 
nians have forced a crossing of the 
Livenza river and the Italians are re- 
tiring toward the Plave, the last strong 
natural line before Venice. 
General 
Cadorna's troops are making a more 
spirited 
resistance 
to 
the 
forward 
movement of the invaders, especially 
on the upper Tagliamento and the up- 
per LlVenza. 


The larger units of the Italian a r m y 
are retiring without molestation f r o m 
the Austro-Oermans but strong rear 
guards are giving the Teutons battle 
at several points. 
An Italian a t t e m p t 
to hold out on the middle Tagliamento 
resulted In the force being cut off a n d 
17,000 Italians, 
Including a 
general, 
being taken by the 
Austro-Germans, 
increasing their captures, according to 
iierlin, to 250,000. 


Along the Livenza General Cadorna's 
80ldier.s apparently wore more »uccess- 
ful. 
The Invaders crossed the Livenza 
only after a vigorous attack and In t h e 
region of Vittorlo the Ttallanii wer» 
able to fleUy the. advufice.

tanus, gas-gangrene and severe sup- 
puiation, were general and hundreds 
died of comparatively trivial injuries 
for lack of early and adequate treat- 
mfent.

The m u d h e n is in reality 
nothing 
more than a water chicken, a vegeta- 
ble feeder, that sticks around on the 
lakes and ponds until either he be- 
comes a fit subject for the 
hunter's 
table, or the water freezes up and he 
wings slowly southward to open water. 


Mudhens should be hunted in lakes 
and ponds f r o m a boat with the stern 
of the boat going forward and an oars- 
m a n 
(punter) quietly "pushing" you 


ahead that you m a y get your shooting 
as the birds fly out 
f r o m 
the 
little 
coves and bays along the line of the 
shore. 


They are slow of wing and for t h a t 
reason you want to aim at them rather 
than to lead them, as is the case with 
ducks. 
Use a light load and a gun 
that scatters pretty Avell for best re- 
sults. 


After you get ready to prepare t h e m 


for the table skin them out, cut off 
the heads and legs (at first joint), par- 
boil, adding a little vinegar, then fry 
in butter or bacon grease. 
Or you can 
stew them the same as with domestic 
chickens. 


A hunter, who by the way is usually 
hungry, can devour from three to five 
mudhens at a crack and from a stand- 
point of "eats" the muddy makes' a 
pretty fair substitute for a real wild 
duck.

The most valuable relate to chemical 
formulas for drugs and dyes; next in , 
order ai'e the patents for oil engines 
and electrical devices. 


While 
German 
patents have 
been 
taken out right along during the war, 
no patents 
for 
military 
inventions 
have been applied for. 


None of the much-heralded pro.- 
cesses for manufacturing 
substitute 
cloth out of wood pulp, synthetic rub- 
ber. or the other "war inventions" have 
been protected by patent applications 
in the United States. 


While the patent office records dis- 
close that the Germans were invent- 
ing all sorts of war devices before the 
war, including liquid flame projectors 
! and other devices barred by the Gene- 
va and Hague treaties, none of the 
patents on record here 
are of any 
value now. 


As to the gas and flame devices, it | 
i is well known that the American army 
is not copying the German 
devices, 
but has perfected a number of secret 
"hell 
fire" 
devices of its own, which 
will probably make the Germans re- 
gret they ever resorted to such things. 


The 
Bureau of 
Mines 
for 
many 
month.s has been working on the pro- 
duction of new poison gases, gas pro- 
jectors, .and new kinds of llame and 
inflammable shells. 


Washington's 
stray 
dog and cat 
population 
has suffered 
much 
from 
the experiments of the bureau's inven- 
tors. 
These things are guarded and 
not patented. 


The bulk of the Gci-nian 
patented 
chemical 
processes 
are "jokers" in i 
that they do not reveal, as jequired | 
by law. enough to enable anyone to j 
copy the processes by reading the pat- | 
ent speciflcations. 
] 


Usually the conditions of temper- 
ature and pressure under which cer- 
tain combinations take place are con- 
cealed. 
It requires long experiments 
ill laboratorie.s to find out how to make 
a German patented dye or drug, but 
for two yeai-s American chemists have 
been 
at work 
and have 
unraveled 
nearly all of tliem. 


Issuing 
of 
licenses 
to 
manufac- 
ture German patented articles by the 
Trade Commission will be on the basis j 
of public 
interest. 
The commission 
may 
fix whatever 
terms it 
pleases, 
and may even regulate prices. 
This 
will be done in the case of certain j 
medicine.s. 


All 
American 
manufacturers who 
Vvisli to" make German 
patented ar- 
I ticie.'i have available to them the rec- 
ord.s at the patent office, and most of 
them know already exactly what the 
Germans have in their line and what 
they want. 


The number of firms to be licensed 
and all such matters are at the dis- 
cretion of the Trade Commission, and 
one of the 
first 
requirements 
of a 
licensee is that he must be able to 
manufacture the article in question 
and have financial and material equip- 
ment. 


As the licenses are to be issued in 
the public interest, few exclusive li- 
censes will be granted; but the number 
will be limited, to prevent 
wasteful 
competition and duplication of effort 
in wartime. 


The licenses are issued for the life 
of the patent, and if peace came to- 
morrow the licensees would lose noth- 
ing. 


E a c h licensee mu.st pay to the Trade 
Commission a royalty, which will be 
adjusted to each case, but which will 
amount i-oughly to 5 per cent, of the 
value of the use of the patent. 
These 
funds will be kept by the commission 
to reimburse the German 
patentees 
after the war. I f the Germans are 
dissati.sfled, they have a right, 
after 
the war, to bring suit in the federal 
courts for more money, and if they 
can prove higher values for the use of 
their patents, the licensees will have 
to reimburse them. 


One of the most important German 
patentpd drug.<=!, salvar.san, used for the 
cure of syphilis, will be made under 
licenses issued by the Trade Commis- 
sion. 


The patent oa aspirin has expired, 
and is now free to any manufacturer.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 9.—We have 
all heard a good deal about what vis- 
iting French and British experts and 
officers think, of the war. 
However, 
what the British or French enli.sted 
man—the private or non-com—has to 
say about It Is another matter. 
As a 
rule they are not interviewed in this 
counti-y. and when they are interview- 
ed in France little of woolen 
khaki 
colored uniform was seen. 


Here, however, is an uncensored and 
informal bit of war gossip from a Brit- 
ish corporal now In this country as an 
instructor at an American camp. 


I met Corporal Smith—which isn't 
his name—on a Georgetown car 
in 
Washington 
five 
days after he 
had 
hanleded 
here. 
He was already at 
work with 200 of his fellow English j 
non-coms instructing American serg- ' 
eants and corporals of future liquid 
flame companies at Ft. AÎeyer. 


Smith was a new type. 
His woolen 
khaki colored uniform 
was 
nothing 
unusual, but the British army shoe— 
a replica of the old-time "brogaii" of 
the American farmer boy of a gener- 
ation back—was distinctive, and led 
to the opening of a street car conver- 
sation entirely uncensored. 


There was nothing of the "Tommy" 
in the corporal, and as for accent or 
dialect less difference between us than 
between a Texan and a down Easter. 


If he had stepped out of a 
mld- 
«•estern high school a few years back, 
and then worked as a bank clerk for 
a few years, the result 
would 
have 
been about the same sort of youQg fel- 
low. 


"Of course you hear more about the 
Colonials in the dispatches," he said, i 
"because the censorship forbids men- ( 
tioning the English county regiments, j 
This may have started in sheer stupid- j 
ity, but has probably been kept up be- 
cause of a foolish fear of taking the 
people 
into 
confidence. 
Many 
of 
these regiments get cut up so badly 
and so often, they don't feel like men- 
tioning them. 


".\nyhow, the casualty 
lists 
show 
that whether the English do anything 
el.se or not they manage to die at the 
rate of 77 per cent, of the total killed. 


"We are over here for instruction 
purposes. 
We are still under British 
orders and can be i-ecalled at any time 
and are still drawing British pay—25 
cents a day"—a grin. 
"The French of- 
ficers and ment sent over here are en- 
tirely at the disposal of your govern- 
ment and draw your pay. 


"The American army? Well I would 
like to break a way into it, or buy a 
way into it if I had the tin. 
You say 
some of the men kick at 
the 
feed. 
They ought to be put to extra fatigue 
duty until they learn some sense. 
You 
would have a hard time buying as good 
I meals as we get at Ft. Meyer at the 
swellest hotels in London. 
Nothing 
like it in the British army. 
Plenty 
of everything, where we are skimped. 
Coal, all you want. 
Over there, 
a 
bucket now and then and you've got 
to make it last. 


"Finest material for 
an 
army 
I 
ever saw in that camp. 
Yes, the show 
will last plenty long for them to get 
into it, and when they do they'll have 
no superiors. 
We are about all in for 
men; couldn't raise another 
100,000 
without stretching the age lliftit to 45. 
The French, of course, are ^iimme off, 
but are in to the finish. 


"The main thing that strikes a man 
over here Is the men he sees every- 
where at work. 
In England you sim- 
ply don't see them except in uniform; 
the women are doing the work. 


"We are taking men for service now 
of the Class 
C-3, 
which 
practically 
means any fellow who can stand on 
two legs and could have held an office 
job in peace time.s. 


Of course there go for back of the 
lines work. 
Our 
total 
in 
France? 
Well, the Germans know its over 3,- 
000,000. 


"The last German prisoners I saw 
were a mixed lot. 
Some divi.slons still 
yield fine men, well kept; others gave 
up nothing but boys, mostly 
runts. 
Certainly they have lost million.«, but 
they were good 
breeders 
in 
peace 
times, and in the flr.st part of the war 
v.'e lost more than tliey did because we 
had to match guns and barrage fire 
with bare bodies and rifles. 


"Now its the other waj- and v.-e send 
over fourteen shells to their one, but 
they are still desperate and still clever; 
they make 'em no cleverer. 


"They had the start, but we and the 
Frencli have used all our brains and 
have put some good tricks 
over 
on 
them, too. 
But they arc not out yet 
Tf Russia had stayed, it would be wind- 
ing up now, but nobody can call the 
end at this time.

Such con- 
scription would be slavery, Th|re can 
be no conscription of labor, no use of 
soldiers for labor purposes, In any in- 
dustry controlled by private parties 
or used for private profit. If the lum- 
ber industry cannot get on without 
conscripting labor, the forests and 
mills must be taken over by the gov- 
ernment. And the secretary has made 
clear his position that when these in- 
dustries are taken over and conscript- 
ed labor Is applied to them, the former 
owners will not be paid a profit. The 
best they can hop* for will be. the re- 
turn jot their properties in a condition 
no worse than when they wore taken,

INCREASES THE STRAIN. 


To Americans the situation in Russia has 


vastly more than the interest of a spectacular 
chaos. It means a heavier drain on their re- 
sources, a severer test of their strength, the 
necessity for harder fighting, the pains 3f a 
longer war, the menace of a foe whose arm 
growns stronger just in the proportion that 
Russia's arm grows weaker. 


Thc defection of Russia does not spell de- 


feat for America and her allies, but it does 
terribly increase the difficulties of a victory. 
Upou this nation falls the burden of making 
up what is lost by the collapse of Russia as 
n factor in the war. That the American peo- 
ple arc equal to the strain is not to be doubted 
and that they will show spirit and fortitude 
for thc trial is not to be questioned. But it 
will bo well'for us all to understand and ap- 
preciate the magnitude of the task in hand. 


There has not yet come upon the people of 


this country a complete realization of the fact 
of war. Recent events on the other side of 
the water have doue something to sharpen 
with pain the common understanding among 
us that we are engaged in something more 
limn making on our own soil a demonstration 
of our material resources and our strength in 
men. 
Thc sinking of a warship or two by 


German submarines and a few casualties in 
the' trenches have served that purpose. It 
will be no great length of days before casual- 
ties in thc trenches will be reported with 
greater frequency and in large volume.

matter with tho insurance companies,

$37.30 per $1,000. 
Even then t'ie 


companies made clear that they wore 
not keen for this war business, even If 
thn Rev-eminent undertook to pay tho 
pcrmium. In case of years of severe 
fighting in France, they could see noth- 
ing before them but heavy mortality, 
with resultant heavy payment.

did not deem this fair to their old pol- 
icyholders. 
Many 
insurance men 


frankly said it was up to Uncle Ham to 
nsure h's own men. 


Out of this suggestion was born the 


Bureau of War Risk insurance, under 
control of the treasury department. 


After the war, this same bureau 


may, for its insured soldiers and sail- 
ore, revise the old American mortality 
tables. 
And when the government 


docs KO, tho old line insurance com- 
panies will he bound likewise to do 


its physical excellence and traditions 
of efficiency, promptness and courtesy, 
is a monument to the Tammany goniui 
for direction of large bodies of men 
with strict discipline and co-ordinated 
effort.

LESSON TEXT-Kehemlah 1. 
GOI/DEX TEXT—"Whatsoever we ask 
we receive of him, because we keep his 
commandments, and <!o thess things that 
are pleasing In his sight."—I John 3:22. 


Some twelve or fourteen years after 


the revival of the worship of Jehovah 
tinder the administration of Ezra,. Ne- 
hemlah led a company to Jerusalem tp 
restore the city walls and civil author- 
ity. 
The walls aiid gates of the city 


had lain In rnins ever since they were 
broken down by Nebuchadnezzar. .In 
this condition the remnant 
on the 


Jews who had gone back to Jerusalem 
were exposed to tlie dangers o'f as- 
saults from the surrounding enemies. 
Not only was this exposure detrimen- 
tal to the peace and comfort of the 
people, but it was a matter of severe 
reproach to them (v. 3). Nehemiah 
was a man of strong character. Though 
occupying a position of high honor and 
responsibility in the very center ot 
the great heathen capltol, the desire to 
honor God was uppermost in his heart. 
He Is an example to all young men, 
demonstrating to them that it is pos- 
sible to be true to God regardless of 
the environment in which he may be 
compelled to live. In order for 'a man 
to thus stand, his life must be rooted 
in Christ, and the.se roots—our faith— j 
must be watered and kept alive 
through vital communion with God in 
prayer and study of His Holy Word. 


!. Nehemiah Learns of the Afflic- 


tion and Reproach of the Returned 
Remnant in Jerusalem (w. 14). 


1. The time (v. 1). It was in a 


winter month, November or December, 
in the 20th year of Artaxerxes. He 
was engaged in the performance of his 
accustomed duties as cup-bearer to 
the king, when- the news come to him 
of the deplorable condition of Jeru- 
salem and the remnant who had gone 
there. 


2. The occasion of (VT. 2, 3). The 


visit of Xehemiah's brother and certain 
men of Judah made it possible for him 
to Inquire concerning the state of the, 
remnant and the conditions of Jeru- 
salem. They Informed him that they 
were in great affliction and reproach. 


3. The effect upon Nehemiah (v. 4). 


. He was 'greatly moved -by the story of 
the distress of his brethren. Though 


' occupying a position of honor, and en- 
j joying all that heart could desire, he 


keenly took the misfortune of his 
brethren to heart. He not only shed 
tears" of-sympathy, but took these bur- 
dens In prayer to God. This Is the 
proper way-to sympathize with the un- 
fortunate.' It is manly to weep with 
those In distress, and to pray for 
those who have need: Jesus wept over 
Jerusalem and prayed for his own. 
Nehemiah exhibited the spirit "of true 
patriotism. The. affliction and shame,; 
of his own people wont close to his 
own heart. National and racial soli- 
darity constitutes the real basis, of 
patriotism. The reproach and afflic- 
tion of a nation is the reproach and 
affliction of every member thereof. 
, 1 1 . Nehemlah's Prayer for lirael 
(w. 5-11). We are taught that In the 
midst of n auction, we should pray. 
Neheminh In this early tlnie practiced 
this New Testament 
direction. A 


study of his prayer Is most helpful. 
' 1. It was earnest (T. 4).. He fasted 
and prayed for several days. When 
men are willing to desist from food 
and turn aside from their occupations 
to pray to God, they are unmistakably 
in earnest This is true fasting. 


2. The ground of (v. 5). He plead 


covenant relationship and, the faith- 
fulness of God In keeping his covenant. 
It Is a good thing always In our pray 
ing to pi«ad thus with God. He Is] 
delighted when we come as children j 
pleading for the things we need on j 
the bnsls of our relationship to him. 
i 


3. Unselfish (v. 6). He hns as his 


supreme object the welfare of Israel. 
His personal Interests were not af- 
fected, either for bettor or for worse, 
by the condition of the Jews In Jeru- 
salem. Many prayers do not count 
with God because they are self-cen- 
tered. 


4. Penitent (w. 6,7). He acknowl- 


edges that the state of Israel was due 
to disobedience to God's command- 
ments and their corrupt dealings with 
God. 
So completely had he Identified 


himself with his people that he includ- 
ed himself with Israel as havlnc 
sinned. 


The prayer of faith (vv. 8, 9).

Until the present disaster, it has been 
the base of Italian military operations. 
It is important strategctically because 
it is backed by the mountains and is 
situated at the junction of two rail-

Behind British Lines in France. 


Oct. 
18.—(Correspondence of 
The 


Associated 
Press.)—The 
American 


doctors who are now at work in vari- 
ous parts of the British front, find 
that army surgery has advanced just 
as rapidly since the beginning of the 
war as any other branch of war's ac- 
tivities. In the early days of the war, 
wounds were of an average gravity 
far beyond that expected from the ex- 
perience of previous wars, while te- 
tanus, gas-gangrene' and severe .sup- 
puration, were general and hundreds 
died of comparatively trivial injuries 
for lack of early and adequate treat- 
ment. 


This situation has now been alter- 


ed almost beyond recognition. Serum 
treatment has almost done' away with 
tetanus, while earlier and more ^ener- 
getic surgical treatment has largely 
defeated gangrene. More and more of 
the major surgical work is being car- 
ried out in the casualty clearing sta- 
tions, and some of the most famous 
of the American surgeons have spent 
most of their time since their arrival, 
in advanced hospitals within sound of 
the German guns. 


The key to the whole improvement 


in surgical results has been the push- 
ing of the surgeon nearer and nearei 
to the fighting lines. The enemy has 
endeavored to counter this by persist- 
ent bombing of the advanced hospi- 
tals, 'but the saving of life is more 
than worth the loss of life, and suit- 
able defensive measures are 
being 


taken. 


The doctor, as distinguished from 


the surgeon, has 'also accomplished 
wonders in this war. The small mor- 
tality from disease in the British and 
French armies is due to his constant 
vigilance. His two great weapons 
have been sanitation and prophylac- 
tic inoculation. 
In a scene of un- 


paralleled confusion and in an area 
of quite primitive sanitation, his ex- 
ertions have resulted in an astonish- 
ing degree of sanitary efficiency. 
Re- 


fuse is destroyed or deeply buried; 
battlefields in many cases are cleaned 
up within a few days; pure water sup- 
plies are provided. Everywhere be- 
hind the immediate front, order and 
cleanliness are the rule.

even the smallest, should have—a. 
backyard marked oft from all the 
other backyards. Every family should 
have a piece ot ground that is its own. 
Low fences or hedge will do. I never 
have known a family which did not 
wants its own front door and its own 
backyard. 


"The federal government will un- 


doubtedly have to BO into the business 
of housing the hundreds of thousands 
of workers and their families crowd- 


ing- our industrial cities to produce the 
things the government must have to 
win'the war. 
But this housing effort 


—a billion dollars is little enough to 


start it—shall be carefully carried out.

The most valuable relate to chemical 


formulas for 'drugs and dyes; next in 
order are the patents for oil engines 
and electrical devices.

While German patents .have been i 


taken out right along during the war, j 
no patents for military inventions 
have been applied for. 
| 


None of the much-heralded 
pro- j 


cesses for manufacturing substitute j 
cloth out of wooi pulp, synthetic rub- | 
ber, or the other "war inventions" have i 
been protected by patent applications 
in the United States. 
: 


j 
While the patent office records dis- j 


close that the Germans were invent- i 
ing all sorts of war devices before the j 
' war, including liquid name projectors ; 
| and other devices barred by the Gene- ' 
' va and Hague treaties, none of the j 


patents on record here are of any 
value now. 


As to the gas and flame devices, it 


is well known that the American army ; 
is not copying the German devices, I 
but has perfected a number of secret 
"hell fire" devices of its own, which , 
will probably make the Germans re- j 
gret they ever resorted to such things. ; 


. The Bureau .of: Mines for 
many 


months has been working on the pro- • 
duction of new poison gases, gas pro- 
jectors, and new kinds of flame and | 
.nflammable shells.

Washington's stray dog and 
cat ' 


population has suffered much from 
the experiments of the bureau's jnven- 
tors. 
These things are guarded and 


not patented. 


The bulk ot the German patented 


chemical 
processes are "jokers" in 


that they do not reveal, as required 
by law, enough to enable anyone to 
copy the processes by reading the pat- 
ent specifications. 


Usually the conditions of temper- 


ature and pressure under which cer- 
tain combinations take place are con- 
cealed. It requires long experiments j 
in laboratories to find out how to make ; 
a German patented dye or drug, but 
for two years American chemists have 
been at" work and have unraveled 
nearly all of them. 


Issuing of licenses to 
manufac- 


ture German patented articles by the 
Trade Commission will be on the basis 
ot public interest. 
The commission 


may fix whatever- terms it pleases, 
and may even regulate prices. This | 
will be done in the case of certain 
medicines. 
All American manufacturers who 


wish to make German patented ar- 


i tides have available to them the rec- 


ords at the patent office, and most of 
them know already exactly what the 
Germans have in their line and what 
they want. 


The number of firms to be licensed 


and all such matters arc at the dis- 
cretion of the Trade Commission, and 
one of the first requirements of a 
licensee is tliat he must be able to 
manufacture tho article in question 
and have financial and material equip- 
"nient, 
, . 
As the licenses are to be issued in 


the public interest, few exclusive li- ' 
censes will be granted; but the number • 
will be limited, to prevent wasteful 
competition and duplication ot effort 
in wartime. 


The licenses uro issued for tho' life 


I of the patent, and if peace came to- 


morrow the licensees would lose noth-1 
ing.Each licensee must pay to tho Trade 
Commission a royalty, which will be 
adjusted to each case, but which will 
amount roughly to 5 per cent, of the 
value of the use of tho patent. These 
funds will be kcp_t by the commission 
to reimburse the German patentees 
after the war. It the Germans are 
dissatisfied, they have a right, after 
the war, to bring suit in the federal 
courts for more money, and if they 
dan prove higher values for the use of 
their patents, the licensees will have 
to relmburne them. 


One of the most important German 


patented drugs, salvnrsan, used for the 
cure of syphilis, will be made under 
licenses Issued by the Trade Commis- 
sion. 
The patent on aspirin has expired, 


and is now free to any manufacturer.
